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ADVISORY ACTION 

Applicant contends that McCurry fails to "teach or suggest many of the claimed elements of the 
present invention." (Emphasis in the original) These elements are (1) the physical form of the 
glucose; (2) the concentration of the glucose syrup; (3) the temperature gradient; and (4) the use 
of a tank reactor. 

(1) It is the opinion of the examiner that it would not require any special technical knowledge to 
add glucose in a liquid form, for the convenience of easier addition and mixing. 

(2) For a known reaction - preparation of glycosides as taught by McCurry, for example - it 
would be within the scope of the artisan to determine the optimum concentration of one of the 
reagents with routine experimentation. 

(3) It would be obvious to use the temperatures recited to balance maximization of reaction rate 
and minimization of side reactions, as discussed in paper no. 16, at page 4. 

(4) It would not be considered inventive to conduct a known industrial process in an industrial- 
type reactor.
